Message After Taking. 

Another message, probably written af- 
ter the doctor had swallowed the poison, 
and uncompleted because the morphine 
and chlorofom took effect before tne 
doctor anticipated, was found beside the 
completed letter. The second message 
was written on an envelope and read as 
follows: 

“‘As I am sitting here in R. 17 as sane 
as I have been for three weeks and ex- 
pecting to die in an hour, I want to say 
that the book of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde is none too strong. I also think—’’ 
The writing was firm at the beginning 
of the’ message, but gradually became 
almost undecipherable, 

It was stated tonight by a person ac- 
quainted with the doctor that he was 
born near Huntsville, Ala., where his 
father still lives, and that he has a 
brother, prominent as a lawyer, in Nash- 
ville Tenn. Dr. Steger was for several 
vears a professor of chemistry in Vamn- 
derbilt university. He married, in 1894, 
in Hot Springs, Ark., and then removed 
to Chicago, whence he came to New 
York in i900.

Mr. Smith declares domestication of 
the Southern railroad is impossible, ag 
proved by the North Carolina case before 
the supreme court. Mr. Hall does not 
agree to that at all. Mr. Smith’s reme- 
dy for Georgia railroads was to pass a 
law not allowing foreign corporations to 
run railroads in Georgia, but compel] them 
to sell to Georgia corporations, or lease 
to Georgia. lessees. (See his Madison 
speech in pamphlet.) 

Mr. Ha!l does mot indorse this at all; 
on the contrary, welcomes foreign cap- 
ital. 

Mr. Smith favors a law to reduce In- 
comes of Georgia roads from seven to 
ten millions annually. Mr. Hall wants 
better equipment, more cars, more de- 
pots, better accommodations, more roaj 
machinery everywhere, and under Geor- 
gia charters. 

Mr. Hall praises the legislators for their 
work in passing the property tax, the 
franchise tax, the occupation tax on rail- 
roads; but Mr. Smith mentions not this 
work of the legislators, but leaves the 
impression on his audiences that Georgia 
officials and her legislature live In An-

It is prac- 
tically making this a government by min- 
isteria] offices. A councilman elected for 
two years hardly learns the _ routine 
duties of his position or the workings of 
the citv government in that time. He, 
therefore, follows, to a very large ex- 
tent, the suggestions and advice of the 
ministerial officers with whom he comes 
in contact. If a man is a good alderman 
Or councilman, the people should have 
the right to retain him in cffice. If he 
is not attentive to his public duties, tne 
people will learn of it, and they will 
most likely retire him when the oppor- 
tunity presents itself, The possibility for 
gratt or pollution in office is not near so 
great by the retention of aldermen and 
councilmen in office for more than one 
term as it is by the permanent retention 
of other officers in one position for a 
lifetime. If the present _method is to re- 
main in force, then the terms of minis-

New York, January 8 —The cotton 
market was nervous and irregular during 
the early session, but gradually steadied 
up and closed at a net advance of 2 to 
7 points.

‘The opening was easy at a 
decline of 5@9 points in response to 
lower cables, which, due to come about 
lower, were i0@1I3 points 
lower at the hour of the local opening. 
The initial decline carried prices to the 
lowest point touched since the govern- 
ment estimate of the crop, uncovered 
Stop loss orders and the market immedi- 
ately following the call was excited anc 
unsetUed. There was heavy covering, 
however, also some support from Wall 
Street sources and with the report of 
the census bureau, expected at 2 o'clock 
tomorrow, the disposition was to even 
up.and reduce short lines rather than 
to try to force the market lower after 
the first rush of liquidation had _ sub- 
sided. Prices consequently rallied to 
within a few points of Saturday’s finals 
during the morning and the market later 
sold net higher on a report of buying 
by spinners and big exporters. The clos- 
ing tone was steady. Southern spot mar- 
Kets were unchanged to i-8c lower. 
Port receipts for the day were rather 
over last year’s figures, but were largely 
exceeded by the exports and there were 
several of large sales of local 
stocks for shipment in the near future,
